Professor Leacock Speaks 
•. Before American College 
.• of Ptysicians 

"Are these men educated? No I Ra- 
ther than becoriie educated they have 
become doctors," Thus Dr. Stephen 
Leacock opened his address delivered 
to the American College of Physicians, 
at their convention Banquet last night 
In 'tlie Windsor Hotel. The subjeot of 
his speech was "The Waste Spaces of 
Modern Education." 

Àriiong others who gave short 
speeches were Sir Arthur Currle and 
Dean C. P. Martin, who made mention 
of the good feeling existing between 
American and Canadian members, apt- 
ly shown by the fact that two presi- 
dents' in the past five years have been 
McGlll graduates. 

. i Too aiany Studies 
We have so crowded the -world with 
so many studies, Dr. Leacock stated, 
that we cannot .study everything. If 
we .were to go over the whole currf. 
culum of study In the modem educa- 
tional system, we would find out how 
much , time could be saved. Men just- 
as gcjod as the best doctoi-s of the con- 
tinent could be turned oiit to half a 
year, he clalnted, with a proper, sys- 
tem of study. 

Universities tlu^ughout the past 
years have added to the curriculum, 
but .nevcr altered It nor taken away 
froiri It. .In tiie Middle Ages, the 
course of study was called the Trlvlum, 
he continued, consisting of Rhetoric, 
Grammar, and , somethtag dee that 
fie. forgot. Later, this was changed to 
the Quadrlvlum, . comprising Music^ 
Astronomy, Arithmetic and .Geometry. 
The professors of ttiaii timé^Smin'aXraià 
that some bright student mlght.^leam 
all seven, so they thi'ew to LaMn^ 
Greek, and Pprmal . Logic for good
